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Original Club Ordinance Approved

Plano has a new private club or­ 
dinance—the sam e proposal sent to 
the Planning and Zoning Commission 
last month. 
The City Council Monday night 
rejected the commission’s recom­ 
mendation that the ordinance be 
expanded to include light commercial 
areas and that private clubs be 
allowed throughout the city. 
Instead, the council stayed with the 
original 
d raft—with 
minor 
ex­ 
ceptions—which 
provides 
that 
restaurants can obtain special use 
permits for private clubs if they are 
located in the Central B usiness 
District or in retail districts of 30 or 
more contiguous acres. 
The restaurants also must be within 
an area bounded on the west by 
Independence Parkway, on the north 
by Spring Creek Parkway, on the east 
by Jupiter Road and on the south by 
the city limits. 
Larry Jackson and Bob Collins, who 
served as a committee to draft the 
ordinance, urged that their proposal 
be approved as written. 
Collins argued that by limiting the 
clubs to retail areas and by imposing 
other restrictions, better quality 
restaurants can be attracted. 
He pointed out that 34 clubs are 
possible under the ordinance and 
suggested that the question of 


boundaries could be 
reconsidered 
when “ we see what happens with the 
present ordinance.” 
Louise Sherrill again asked that 
provisions be made for package 
stores, in case the upcoming local 
option election goes wet. 
However, the city attorney ruled 
that the package store revision could 
not be included in the ordinance since 
there is not enough time to hold the 
necessary public hearings. 
He 
proposed 
declaring 
a 
moratorium on the sale of alcoholic 
beverages if the option passes. Bill 
Roberts told the council that a short 
delay, probably 30 days, could be 
obtained so the legal processes could 
be carried out. 
In a related action, the council 
voiced opposition 
to 
the 
Oct. 
8 
proposal. Jack Hatchell, Jackson, 
Sherrill and Collins went on record 
that they are actively opposing the 
sale of alcoholic beverages for off 
premises consumption. 
Jack Harvard abstained from the 
vote because of a campaign promise 
to support the citizens’ 
majority 
opinion on such an issue. 
Council members refused to act on a 
land study of Wimbeldon Square, 21 
acres on the northwest corner of the 
Central E xpressw ay-P arker Road 
intersection.

The council also approved plans for 
Four Fire Station to be built at the 
intersection of Spring Creek Parkway 
and Roundrock Trail. 
Architect Harvey Moore estimated 


that the structure will cost about 
$297,(XX) to build. City Manager David 
Griffin said $400,000 is available from 
the 1975 bond program and added that 
the site has already been purchased. 
Griffin said a contingency fund of 
about $19,000 will be available for the 
station after equipment costs.

Day Care Center Nixed 
Council Notes Traffic Hazard in Rejection 


A dangerous hill on SH 5 was the 
deciding factor Monday night in the 
denial of a special permit for a day 
care center. 
Jo Howser had asked for permission 
to build a 2,500 square foot facility on 
5.2 acres south of Rowlett Creek on the 
west side of SH 5, but a special use 
permit needed in the agriculturally 
zoned property was withheld on a 1-4 
vote of the City Council after neigh­ 
bors 
testified 
at 
length 
about 
dangerous traffic conditions. 
Martin Lacy, the most vocal critic 
of the pre-school’s proposed location, 
also pointed out that the property has 


no gas, water or sewage service. 
He explained that area residents 
obtain w ater from a three-inch 
plastic-jointed pipeline known as the 
Chapparel Water System. 
Purchased from Allen, the water is 
available only to members of the 
corporation which financed its con­ 
struction. 
Lacy said the day care center would 
have to cross 287 feet of the Ed 
Rushing front yard to connect with the 
water system and added that there 
would be additional problems locating 
the water line near the necessary 
septic tank. 


A sa final point, the 25-year resident 
noted that the nearest fire plug to the 
school would be .9 mile away since a 
three-inch line cannot produce enough 
water pressure. 
The 
most 
telling 
argum ent, 
however, was current and probable 
traffic hazards along SH 5. Since he 
has lived on his property which is with 
287 feet of the proposed site, Lacy said 
three fatal or critical injury accidents 
have occurred near the proposed 
entrance to the school. 
Noting that he plans to sell his home 
in the spring, Lacy stressed that the 
only thing he gains by opposing the 
school is “ the knowledge that I may 
have saved X-number of children in 
the future.” 
Hugh Storm er, another nearby 
resident, also expressed concern for a 
possible accident. He told the council 
that 
the 
hill 
is 
deceiving 
and 
recommended that acreage be pur­ 
chased 
elsew here 
on 
a 
“ less 
congested highway.” 
T raffic Engineer Tom Walton 
testified that recent traffic counts 
show that 520 vehicles use the road­ 
way during the m orning period 
children would be arriving, while 370 
cars travel the road during the period 
of class dismissal. During the noon 
hour, 
when 
sessions change, 
260 


vehicles were recorded. 
He also said that speed surveys 
show that the median speed on the 
highway is about 53.5 mph. The 
highest southbound speed recorded 
was 65 mph and the highest north­ 
bound speed was 68 mph. 
Since more than 20 percent of ad­ 
joining property owners opposed the 
school, a three-fourths affirmative 
vote was needed for passage. 
Bob Collins attempted to deny the 
school a permit because of the neigh­ 
borhood’s disapproval, but he couldn’t 
obtain a second to his motion. 
Larry Jackson tried a motion to 
approve on the grounds that the school 
is a “ quality operation,” but he 
couldn’t get a second either. Collins 
then agreed to second his motion 
which failed 1-4. (Jackson cast the 
only yes vote.) 
Howser then told the council that 
although she does not believe the 
reason for neighborhood objection is 
the traffic situation, she will search 
for a new location 
She said the residents want only 
another home in the area and added 
that she doesn’t want to be un­ 
com fortable in the new school

The red fire 
engine is on its way out, according to a 
firetruek manufacturer. The new look 
at the sLationhouse is lime yellow-for 
safety’s sake. 
Richard .J Gergel, an executive for 
engine 
m anufacturer 
Ward 
La 
France of Elmira Heights, N Y., said 
the lime yellow firetruek had gained 
in popularity since its introduction six 
years ago in St Louis. 
Gergel said Monday 40 percent of all 
new orders received by his firm for 
fire engines called for lime yellow 
trucks. 
He said the numbers of 
requests for red engines had dropped 
annually since the new color was 
introduced 
Gergel, who appeared with a few of 
his brightly colored engines at the 
International A ssociation of Fire 
Chiefs’ convention, said the standard, 
red firetruek, common since the 1920s, 
was not as safe as lime yellow. 


“ At night, the eye is almost blind to 
the color red,” said Gergel He said 
brighter colors on fire engines meant 
greater visibility and “ faster evasive 
action on the part of civilian traffic.” 
“ Red is certainly the most exciting 
color for fire apparatus, but con­ 
tinuing motivational research studies 
confirm dramatically that red may 
not be the safest,” he said. “ It is one of 
the least visible of all colors in the 
spectrum 


“ A fire chief is primarily concerned 
with the safety of his men Today’s 
chiel recognizes that the new lime 
yellow colored engine will get his men 
to and from fires with a new standard 
of safety.” 


He said a study by Dr Stephen S. 
Solomon, a member of the American 
Academy of Optometry, showed more 
and more cities were opting for lime 
yellow trucks rather than red

POLLY S POINTERS 


Polly Cramer 


Has blood stains on carpet 


POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY - I have a big problem. My Great 
Dane just had puppies and I am left with blood stains on 
my carpet. Is there anything that will remove these 
stains? — ANNETTE. 
DEAR ANNETTE —The following is recommended 
by one authority. Sponge spots with cold water and then 
apply, with a medicine dropper, a solution made of two 
teaspoons synthetic detergent in two cups of war rn water 
that has been stirred vigorously (the amount of suds is 
not important). If a yellow stain appears apply a few 
drops of peroxide and allow to remain for two or three 
minutes. Sponge area with cold water. Blot up as much 
excess moisture as possible with folded cloths or paper 
towels and when applying solution be careful not to use 
so much that it soaks through to the backing. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Do not throw away that empty pump-stvle 
hair spray bottle. Wash it out. fill with water and use it to mist 
the leaves of your house plants. Such a bottle could be painted 
or decorated in an attractive wav and placed near your plants. 
- MRS. G. 
DEAR POLLY— and Laura —Yes. something can be done 
about that static electricity from rugs. I had the same 
problem and used those paper strips that I buy for my dryer to 
cut down the static in clothes. I also had my daughter and 
niece, who were bothered most, put a strip on the bottom of 
each shoe and they also rubbed their hands with a piece oc­ 
casionally. This all worked beautifully. — MRS R S. 
DEAR POLLY — When baking pies or cakes I am short of 
racks to cool them on I use the grates from the top of my stove. 
They are high enough so the air can circulate under them and 
in a pinch they could even be used as trivets on a table Just 
make sure they are not too hot to handle or have any grease on 
them. - MRS. T.J.M. 
DEAR POLLY— This is such a nice bright day that I washed 
this morning and then hung the clothes on an outside line to 
dry.They dried beautifully, as usual, but there is always that 
problem of bugs, flies, etc. sticking to the drying clothes A 
few always stick like glue even when they are brushed or 
shaken off. I discovered that the easiest way to get rid of them 
is to bring the clothes in and put in the dryer on “fluff” for 
eight or IO minutes. You not only get rid of the insects but end 
up with fluffy towels, sheets, etc. — MRS.* W E.
